White- tailed deer were given material containing Bluetongue virus (type 1) isolated from a 
Lc uisiana white-tailed deer. The type 1 bluetongue virus had not previously been foimd in the 
United States, so a challenge of deer was performed to determine the potential pathogeniciy of 
thi ; isolated virus. Clinical signs of disease were needed fi'om these deer to verify infection and 
to determine the effects of the disease unaltered by the use of drugs or the stress caused by 
handling the deer to administer pain relieving drugs.
